HK French Revolution is a i

never quite comprehend. Makeshift 
Governments,’ intense enthusiasm, heart- 
less bloodshed, diabolic ‘‘ leaders of the 
People ' all occupy this chaotic 
Only when a man like Madelin (with his 

iscerning astuteness) interprets this 
troubled time can we get a clear under- 
standing of the motives of those men who 
have been called both the angels of liberty 
and the demons of destruction. 

In Paris the hot-bed of revolt, the 
numerous uprisings are marked by the 
anpearance of one personality after 
another. Once. however, the herd has 
been excited, it rushes on maddened 
and tramples over the leaders who were 
formerly in front. Three months after 
the Bastille had been stormed Mirabeau 
wrote: “When vou take part in a 
revolution .the difficulty is not to keep it 
going, but to hold it within bounds.’ 

So it happened that these ardent 
revolutionaries, having su to 
momentary popularity by their ever more 
extreme doctrines, soon met their’ doom 
either by death or by the overwhelming 
anxiety caused by the very rebellion that 
they had fomented. Vergniaud, in his 
turn, cried: ‘‘ Revolutions, like Saturn, 


Danton, 
devour their own children.’’ Before 
perishing themselves the leaders 


attempted to check this monster which 
was growing in its violence and likely to 
engulf them even as it had engulfed their 
predecessors. 

M. Madelin has analysed very pene- 
tratingly the characters of the revolu- 
tionaries who thus exceeded one another 
and led the people on step by step until 
Napoleon ended their reign of terror. 

Lafayette, the stupid, unpractical 
idealist, saw no more difficulty in 
revolutionising France than .in fighting 
the tyrannical British in America 
Mirabeau, the materialist,- found the in- 
credible idealism of the Assembly offensive 
and saw more clearly’ than anyone else 
that the revolution would ruin his country 
—had he not killed himself with overwork 
he might have stopped the flood that 
followed. Tallyrand, the politician, 
made certain which way the wind was 
blowing before he acted, the opportunist 
who brought his country to destruction. 
but was calculating enough to leave 
before he became enmeshed. The 
Girondins ,stood out as super-patriots, 
‘‘ victims of their own illusions cad im- 
prudence.’ Danton, who committed many 
mistakes, had wis: head turned by the 
Revolution—‘‘ a saint he certainly was 
not, but he was a man.’’ 

That collectica. of utterly useless men, 
the Constituent Assembly, thought theim- 
selves liberators of mankind In their 
Declaration of Rights they doclared: 
“We want to make a declaration for al! 
men, for all countries, to serve as an 
example for the whole world !’’ The prim, 
honest Robespiere enforced -Rousseau’s 
““Contrat Social ' by ans means that he 
considered just’ firhle—‘‘ He killed people 
in Virtue’s name.” 

M. Madelin has produced an excellent 
book, an original work, and .one of the 
most enlightening that we have read.

The studies of the British Generals con- 
tained in the volume are evidently in- 
tended as a direction of British military 
thought back to the methods of British 
Generals of the past.

The ¢ampaign of Wellington, culmi- 
nating in the decisive battle of - Sala- 
manca, is the “example ” chosen to illus- 
trate the importance of deciding the 
position for a theatre of war.

IN the Irumi mountains of North-Lasterr 
Rhodesia, scattered through many 
villages of grass-thatched shambas, dwells 
a tribe once formidable in war, now 
broken up since eo white man’s invasion 
and the running through of boundaries.

Here is “ Darkest Africa,’’ where 
degrading ‘customs make imperative 
app::l to .the missionary and colonising 
civilisation—though the author writes as 
explorer without ulterior motive. The old 
King: Chiwahbli, too, makes a case for the 
native, brushing asid. altogether. that of 
civilisation—i.e.. the white man. 

"Yor are wise, your white men; you are 
clever, very clever, but such big fools. You 
have firesticks- and wagons that run by 
medicine. You “re smart, that is all.” 

“ How are you wiser than ‘we are?’ 

“To we not eat enough and sleep 
enough? Do you eat more or sleep more 
than we do? If you have nothing-to do, 
do you not do semething just the, same? 
You kill meat whether you havo enough 
meat to eat or not. You go with your 
safaris from one place to another as if 
you were looking: for something you could 
never find. . . . . You are smart, but 
we are wiser than you are." 

When, however, we read of the sway of 
witchcraft,. the superstitions that relent- 
lessly determine the native’s life and 
death, and the unmorality rather than 
immorality of:the native code, there 1s the 

lance of the bird cf prey in King 

hiwahli’s survey. Can this be met by 

taming and training? The courage that 
sets’ cut to solve this problem cannot be 
over-estimated.

Pot Oven Bread. 


Not very long ago T talked with an 
Englishwoman whose home in the English 
Midlands. is a dream of labour-saving 
efficiency. á 

She told me of a visit she had paid, 
long ago, to a farm in the South of 
Ireland ; and, above all the many joys of 
that holiday, she placed the bread, which 
was something that could not be produced 
by the most skiiled English cook. 

I realised at once that it must have 
heen pot-oven bread, and my own mind 
went back to an old house among the 
Wicklow Mountains, where the sharp 
knife slid through the enormous “ cake ” 
of bread, and one went on eating, simply 
because one must. : i 

Most Irish country housewives can make 
good soda bread, and can bake it success- 
fully on a griddle or in an ordinary oven, 
but it is not pot oven bread—that is some- 
thing quite different. 

Two years ago JI sat in a Donegal 
Kitchen and watched an old wontan place 
the red embers of turf on the iron hid of 
a shallow pot that steed among other 
red embers on the hearth. I was still 
there when the bread came out, delicately 
browned and cooked through and through, 
and I remember the words of an up-to-date 
confectioner, not far from Dublin, when 
I complimented her upon her bread. ‘“ It’s 
good enough,’’ she said, ** but it’s nothing 
to the bread my mother used to make; we 
have the very latest thing in ovens. but 
she made hers in a pot oven on an open 
hearth.”’

This, of course, did not concern 
the particular issue, but certainly a good 
deal has been done for the Newry area. 

A new preblem has arisen to trouble the 
authorities. It is stated that, owing to 
departmental restrictions, several of the 
largest potato exporters have closed their 
stores and ceased for the present to pur- 
chase supplies. According to reports pub- 
lished in the Press, the: merchants contend 
that it is virtually impossible to comply 
with the imposed by the 
Ministry Agriculture, and they say 
that the inspectors’ powers are too 
arbitrary. They object to the system of 
inspection in examining consignments of 
potatoes at the ship’s side, instead of at 
t'e stores, pointing out that, although 
the vreatest care is taken in buying, re- 
dressing and grading, several shipments 
have been rejected recently at the port. 
The Ministry was asked to introduce 
arrangements more satisfactory to the 
merchants, but a reply was received to the 
effect that no change would be made. The 
position seems to be that there are plenty 
of potatoes in the Newry district, for 
which there is a demand in England, but 
somehow or other they are being held up. 
If officialdom is at fault, Sir Edward 
Archdale, always sympathetic with the 
farmers, should intervene to save the situa- 
tion. He has already promised to send 
an inspector to investigate the matter

Mr. AIKEN (F.F., Louth) said that tho 
Minister must have spent thousands of 
pounds in organising a volunteer reserve, 
and the result was that he got three hundrod 
recruits in Dublin. 

Mr. ESMONDE (Govt., Wexford) com- 
plained of the lack of generosity on the part 
of the Minister in his treatment of the 
Army jumping team, who had brought great 
credit to the country and Ivish horses and 
horsemanship abroad. . 

FREE STATE “ TOKEN ARMY."’ 

Mr. O’KELLY (F.¥., Dublin N.) said 
that, although, perhaps, it was not the fanit 
of the men and officers, they might as well 
have as many men in their shirts as they 
had in the Army for all the good the Army 
was. If there was a real defence force in 
the country they would need to spend ten 
times as much money, and the country couid 
not afford it. It was simply a token Army, 
and they might as well have men armed with 
blackthorns. Even if they were all one 
hundred per cent, Republicans, equipped as 
the Army was, they could not do much to 
defend the country. They could spend just 
one-third of what they were now ppeeding and 
have an Army that was as useful, because 
the modern Army was a highly scientific and 
well-equipped machine. He maintained that 
their sovereignty was being attacked every 
day, and some day there would ke those who 
would defend it, though he hoped that an 
Army would not be necessary for that 
purpose. 

His recollection of the results achieved by 
the Army jumping team in America was that. 
they did not win a single first prize in any 
important competition. They certainly were 
no credit to this country, though. possibly 
that was not due to the men or the horses. 
If more money had been spent and if they 
had sent out the best horses and men they 
should have won first prizes. He did not 
advocate the sending of jumping teams 
abroad, but if they were to be sent more 
money should be spent on them, so as to 
make them worthy of the country, its horses 
and horsemanship. He opposed the granting 
of gratuities to non-commissioned officers and 
men of hicher rank, for these gratuities were 
simply political bribes to attach the men to a 
particular party. 

A * DISGUSTING’ EXHIBITION. 

Mr. G. O'SULLIV AN. (Govt., Dublin Co.) 
deprecated the spirit of pessimism and sense 
of failure contained in Deputy O’Kelly’s 
speech, lt was wrong to assume that the 
people of this country were not “le to defend 
the country. Itwwas only right that the voung 
people who had not been associated with the 
defeatists should have an opportunity of say- 
ing that this was their country. 

Mr. SHAW (Govt.. Longford-Westmeath) 
said that it was nothing short of disgust.ng 
to hear Irishmen in that House running 
down everything connected with their own 
country. Irish Army horses and officers had 
dove more than anything else to bring the 
name of their country before the worlkd. 
They had done remarkably well in those 
countries where they competed. Irishmen 
in America, no matter what their. political 
views, were proud to see Irish Army officors 
competing there. They were tired of this 
“ Wailing Wall” of Fianna Fail. 

Mr, KERLIN (F.F., Dublin 8.) read ex- 
tracts from an article which appeared in 
* T.C.D.,"" the Trinity College magazine, 
which proved, he said, that. that College 
regarded the Officers’ Training. Corps as a 
‘* jumping-off ground ' for the British Army, 
and were not, as the Minister had stated, 
actuated by a desire to serve their country. 

AN INSURANCE FOR THE PEOPLE. 

Mr, O'CONNOR (iGovt., Dublin Co.) said 
that they required an Army in this country 
to give the Irish people something like ao 
insurance that what happened a few years 
ago would not happen again. Their trouble 
was internal, and he thought their Army was 
quite capable of attending to any internal 
trouble that might arise. He agreed with 


Deputy Shaw that it was very bad taste for 
Irishmen sitting in that House to belittle. the 
efforts of their Army horsemen abroad. 

Mr, D. FITZGERALD, in concluding the 
debate, said that reference had been made to 
the comparatively large numbers who had 
come forward from Trinity College for the 
Officers’ Training Corps. He did not regard 
the number as large, and personally he was 
very glad to see young Irishmen coming for- 
ward to join that body—young men whose 
sole purpose was to be available for the ser- 
vice ,of their country. He did not care 
whether they came from Fianna Fail or 
Trinity College or anywhere else. 

The Army arid the Volunteer Reserve and 
the Irish Free State existed for the well- 
being of all the people in this State, and it 
was a necessary good for their material and 
spiritual well-being. That being so, it was 
a reasonable thing that they should come 
forward to defend their country. He re- 
garded that merely as an elementary state- 
ment on civic ethics. 

The Army team abroad had brought a fame 
to the country and to Irish horses, which had 
been quite extraordinary. He had received 
reports from people in other countries that 
the effects produced by the Irish Army team 
in these countries had been to increase the 
sale of their Irish horses. The prizes they 
had secured were equal to those won by any 
other country. The pvize money amounted to 
something over £1,000. :

GOVERNMENT SUPPORT FOR 
MONEY-LENDERS BILL. 


On the second reading stage of the Money- 
lenders Bill, which was introduced by Mr. 
Little (F.¥., Waterford), 

‘Mr, BRISCOE (F.F., Dublin, 8.) said that 
in Dublin there were people whom he could 
describe only as moneylenders, going round 
from house to house to induce workingmen’s 
wives to borrow money from them, to be re- 
paid weekly,without any regard io the 
amount lent, or without any regard to 
regsopable rates of interest. He had expe- 
rience of arbitration in many cases of very 
harsh transactions. Civil servants and in- 
come tax officials, bank officials, and people 
in the slum districts were all in the hands 
of these Em 

The bill sought to licence moneylenders. It 
made it a positive condition that a licence 
should be granted ouly on a certificate of 
charactar from a magistrate, to ensure that 
only persons of decent character would be 
allowed to carry on the money-lending busi- 
ness. The bill also set out to stop the mis- 
leading advertising that was at present pos- 
sible, and i a clauses for forfeiture of 
licences for certain offences. .

If the bill were accepted by the Government 
and passed, a great deal of its success would 
depend on the way in which it would be 
administered. Jt was proposed to charge an 
annual registration fee. £10 a year for some- 
thing like 260 moneylenders, and possibly 
more, would be a windfall for the Exchequer. 

The need for legislation had been increased 
by the passage of legislation in Great 
Britain, because Ireland had become the 
happy hunting ground for moneylenders who 
could no longer carry on their business in 
England. 

GOVERNMENT APPROVAL, | 

Mr. FI'TZGERALV-KENNEY, Minister 
for Justice, said that the bill was virtually 
a verbatim copy of the existing legislation 
in Great Britain. Jt was not his intention 
to oppose the second reading, and, furthe:, 
it was the intention of the Government to 
give it the necessary tmprimatur by passing 
the necessary money resolution. ‘here were 
many things in the bill, however, which it 
might be necessary to make more clear, and 
it would probably require considerabie 
amendment. For instance, Deputy Briscoe 
had said that they wanted to get rid of 
personal canvass, but he could not find any- 
thing in the bill to deal with that. 

Mr. BRISCOE—There is a section which 
suvs that every transaction must be done in 
the office.

FIANNA FAIL'S MANY FACETS. 

Mr. JASPER T. WOLFE (Ind., Cork, W.) 
said that it was with a feeling of dismay, 
almost akin to shame, that he proposed to 
discuss the bill. Day by day the mentality 
and principles of. the chief Opposition Party 
were becoming more difficult for him to com- 
prehend. As he understood it, the members 
of the chief Opposition Party were agr in 
their opposition to the Treaty, but the party 
itself was split up into different sections. 

There was, first, a section whom it would 
not be relevant to discuss on that bill—a 
section which said that, whilst opposed to 
the Treaty, still, if their party came into 
power, they would not, to use their own ex- 
nression, ' Be snch damned fools as to pro- 
claim a Republic.” é 

Vhere was another section which 
under such circumstances, be “ such damned 
tools.” ‘There was a third section, daily 1n- 
creasing, which he thought it in order to dis- 
cuss. The leaders ot that section were 
Messrs. Little and Briscoe, and it was the 
keynote of their principles that they were 
«pposed to the Treaty because this country 
was unable to legislate for itself. ee 

‘‘Is it any wonder, with that mentality, 
he went on, “ that we find the two of them 
together cogging British Statutes and turn- 
ing them into Free State Bills? They ask 
us to deal with the bill with the greatest 
ears and thought. Where was the care and 
thought. in applying an English Statule to 
Irish ideals and Irish ways? They simply 
copied it verbatim, and they stand before 
von two convicted plagiarists. Perhaps they 
will ask the Minister for Finance to use his 
well-known influence with the Privy Council 
on behalf of the bill so that it will appear 
hefore us branded, ‘ By kind permission of 
the British Parliament.’”’ 


A SHOCKING OMISSION. 

Would it not be much more easy, he asked, 
if the deputies, and their numerous followers 
were to bring in one Statute declaring that 
“all British Acts shall, except where the Dail 
otherwise enact, be applied forthwith to this 
cóuntry.” That was what they were trying 
to bring the House to. The bill contained 
nothing whatever that the English Statute 
did not contain. 

He was horrified that the deputies had put 
their names on the back of a bill which con- 
tained not one single provision for the en- 
couragement and propagation of the native 
language. Was it to be suggested that these 
money-lenders were to be registered without 
learning one word of the national ianguago” 
The Minister for Finance had in his locker 
several “' jack-boots '’ to spare, and with the 
aid of them it wou'd be easy to knock Irish 
into money-lenders. (Loud laughter.) The 
deputies should know that no bill of this sort 
would be received by the House unless it con- 
tained provisions for the preservation and 
propagation of the national language. 

What was wanted in the bill was a pro- 
vision that promissory notes and bills of 
exchange should contain in English, and in 
Irish if they wished, the figure of the rate 
of interest to be charged for a loan, and 
unless that were done that the contract should 
be void, and that the lender should lose his 
money. Let a man or woman who borrowed 
money know what he or she was in for. 

Mr. O'CONNELL (Labour, Mayo 5.), on 
behalf of the Labour Party, welcomed the 
bill, which he believed would afford great 
protection to the poor people of town and 
country. 

Major G. WOLFE (Govt., Kildare) said 
that the money lending system which 
obtained in the country among the poorer 
classes was disastrous, and it would be a 
very good thing to protect them from the 
‘sharks ” who were operating among them. 
He was glad that the bil had been brought 
forward, and he hoped it would pass with 
such amendments as might be deemed neces- 
sary. 

Mr. LITTLE said that he was perfectly 
willing to receive any amendment which 
would enforce the Irish language on anybody, 
lender or borrower. 

The second reading was agreed to, and the 
SPEAKER said that the bill would be re- 
ferred to a Special Committee.

Sir JAMES CRAIG (Independent, Dublin) 
moved the second reading of the Public 
Charitable Hospitals (Temporary Provisions) 
Bill.

he had no hand, It originated with a joint 
committee of six or eight hospitals, the 
financial position of which was in such a 
precarious condition that they were threatened 
with closing down unless funds could be 
raised by some means in the near future. 
He understood that the combined indebted. 
ness of these hospitals, in overdrafts at their 
banks, amounted to not, less than £60,000. 

The joint committee to which he had re- 
ferred realised that, even if it were desirable, 
funds could not be provided by the State, 
and there was no hope that the charitable 
publig would open their purses to any greater 
extent than they had been doing during the 
last two years. This joint committee had 
before them the encourgging fact that 
in tecent times one hospital had 
benefited to the extent of £25,000, and that 
another had benefited to the extent of £10,000 
by means of sweepstakes which were pro- 
moted on their behalf. ‘The obvious course 
for the Committee then was to endeavour to 
raise money by this means. 

A scheme was drawn up and laid before 
the Minister for Justice for his appreva] or 
amendment or rejection, whichever he con- 
sidered proper. The bill was then placed in 
his (Sir James's) hands, but he had nothing 
to do with the inception of the scheme or 
the drawing up of the bill. If it seemed to 
him that there was any other method of 
raising money for the haspitals he would not 
have consented to hring the measure before 
the Dail, because he had no great love for 
seeing hospitals supported by means of 
sweepstakes, but he was driven to the belief 
that the hospitals had no other means except 
by the measure now before the House. 


HOSPITALS’ INDEBTITUDE. 

There was no reason why any uamber of 
hospitals in the country should not join 
together and Pub schemes, and, if ap- 
sroved by the Minister, on with them.

WHY NOT MORE SWEEPSTAKES? 

Mr. SHAW (Government, Longford-West- 
meath), in supporting the second reading of 
the bill, said that he hoped that sweepstakes 
would be carried out on a much more 
elaborate scale in this country. (Laughter.) 
He did not see why they should not have in 
this country a eweepstake like the Stock 
Exchange Sweep in England, which secured 
a million pounds and which benefited five 
hundred hospitals in England. A very large 
portion of that money came from Ireland,

buted to it. (Laughter.) He had no objection 
to that, but he thought that they should 
first support Irish hospitals. Sweepstakes 
of this kind would bring a large influx of 
money to the country, and he advocated 
legalising sweepstakes on amuch larger scale. 
It would benefit hospitals all over the 
country, and he hoped that the House would 


unanimously support the bill, 


SYMPATHETIC, BUT—— 

Mr. FitzGERALD-KENNEY, Minister for 
Justice. said that he recognised that the 
hospitals were in a bad way, that they were 
doing good work, and that the closing of any 
of them would be a loss to the country. If 
the bill were the be-all and end-all of such 
legislation, he would. support 1, but it ap- 
peared to him to be but the thin end of the 
wedge. If they authorised the sweepstakes 
in favour of hospitals, he did not see how 
they could refuse promoters of the building 
of churches, or even schools, or where they 
could draw the line. Deputy Shaw had 
stated that a sweepstake would not do more 
damage than betting shops, but if they ad- 
mitted that those shops were bad, surely the 
way to get over that evil was not by piling 
another on top of it. | 

Mr. O’KELLY (F¥.F., Dublin N.) said that. 
his parity did not regard the passing of the 
measure with any particular enthusiasm, but 
he believed there was much difference of 
opinion among the members. They realised 
that many hospitals in a serious condition 
had been doing good work for all classes, and 
some in particular for the very poor, and, 
from that point of view, they would be very 
loth to do anything that would delay relief 
for those huospitals, but there was a great 
principal at stake. 

The Fianna Fail Pariy would not oppose 
the bill in the special circumstances that 
existed, but their opposition would not be 
withdrawn if very specific conditions were 
not agreed on. There were in certain hos- 
pitals certain conditions laid down with re- 
gard to the religion of patients, and also 
with regard to the religion of the staffs. If 
such hospitals wished to avail of the pri- 
vilege this bill conferred, they should not 
have barriers of any kind against any class 
of citizen. The condition was a relic of 
bygone days. 

OPPOSITION STIPULATIONS. 

When the bill went before a Select Com- 
mittee of the House they would make it a 
condition to their report that these con- 
ditions should not go on: also that sweep- 
stakes should be conducted under the closest 
Government supervision ; that over and akove 
actual outlay no fees or commission would 
be paid to private individuals as promoters 
or organisers. They knew that in England 
under such schemes, run on commission 
basis, only about ten per cent. of the total 
proceeds went to the charitable institutions 
concerned, 

Another condition they would insist. en 
was that an audited statement of acconnts 
be submitted to the Minister of Justice, 
and be published in the daily Press. Also, 
hospitals that ham Chinn the provisions shoald 
publish an annual statement of their ac- 
counts, patients treated, paying or otherwise, 
and present it to the Ucssemmupes for in- 
spection. He would also give the Minister 
power to define what “public charities ”’ 
were. 

' THE LABOUR VIEW. 

Mr. O'CONNELL (Lab., Mayo 8.) “sun- 
ported the bill because of its purpose. He 
was not opposed in principle to sweepstakes 
or this particular method of raismg money. 
He did not see that there was any “adieal 
difference between raising money in this 
way and raising revenue on what he might 
style human frailty, such as drinking end 
smoking. His view in this matter was that 
if they had a practice that in itself was 
not morally wrong, it was better that that 
yractice should be in consonance with the 
ia rather than that the law should be 
against a practice, while winking at its con- 
tinuance. 

Dr. O’'DOWD (F.F., Roscommon), support- 
ing the bill, said that he did not believe 
that any religious test was imposed im any 
of the Dublhn hospitals. 

Mr. LITTLE (F.F., Waterford) suggested 
that the Government should institute an 
inquiry into the organisation of hospitals 
generally, so as to wipe out many of the 
antiquated anomalies that prevailed. Many 
of the hospitals were established under 
charters which had no application to-day; 
very often the governors who were placed in 
their positions by those charters did not even 
reside in Jreland. For instance, one big 
Dublin hospital which was doing splendid 
work, and had a world-wide reputation, had 
a provision that its governor must not be a 
Catholic. Anomalies such as that should be 
removed, and nobody would be worse off. 

Mr. GOREY (Govt., Carlow-Kilkenny) 
said that a few years ago a bill to wipe out 
sweepstakes was passed, and the feelin 
throughout the country was one of thankful- 
ness to the people who passed it, because 
it was believed that it saved the people 
a lot of annoyance and pestering. Ho had 
no sympathy whatever with the bill, 
although he had as much sympathy as anyone 
else with the hospitals. In his opinion, the 
State should handle these institutions; they 
should be a State charge, and the State 
should contribute to them indirectly. 

Mr. ANTHONY (“ab., Cork Boro’) gave 
the bill his unqualified support. He hoped 
that the fact of the State giving its im- 
rrimatur to this bill would not result in 
we people who had been generous subscribers 
in the past tightening up their purses. 

Mr. CORRY (F-.F., Cork, E.) said that he 
believed that this bill was creating a pre- 
cedent. for the Minister for Finance, who, 
when he floated his next loan abroad, would 
probably fall back on a sweepstake to raise 
the money. (Laughter.) 


MR. COSGRAVE'S ATTITUDE, 

lresident COSGRAVE said that he had 
been very much impressed by Sir James 
Craig’s statement of the position of the 
Dublin hospitals, showin that they ware in 
debt to the extent of well over £50,900. As 
& means of relieving that trouble—but only in 
that respect—the bill might be acceptable, 
but the passing of a measure such as that 
left it open to other applicants in the year 
1933,.or even before that, to come forward 
for similar privileges. Other charitable ob- 
jects might be the subject of a further ap- 
plication to introduce another amendment of 
the Lottery Acts. 

Sweep-stake running was a highly-specialised 
business, and while they could take a high 
and lofty tone and say that they would 
have no professional sweepstake-runners, his 
experience was that they needed profes- 
sionals to make them successful. e was 
rather surprised that it had not been sug- 
gested that it should be made a condition 
that in any sweepstakes, in addition to money 
prizes, there should be articles of Irish manu- 
facture, such as furniture and silver. 

The plea that the most highly-qualified man 
should be appointed to a vacancy on hospital 
staffs came strangely from the Deputies 
site. An Act had been in operation for 
years under which the one essential was 
merit, and Deputies opposite had brought 
forward a bill seeking the selection of three 
men.

“á MIDLETON, Thursday 

Midieton (County Cork) Courthouse was 
crowded to its capacity this afternoon, when 
District Justice Farrell resumed the hearing 
of serious charges against five young. me» 
from Carrigtwohill. The accused men, who 
were remanded from the previous court here, 
appeared in the dock closely guarded by 
Civic Guards and detectives, : 

The prisoners are James O'Brien, Church 
street, Carrigtwohill; David Joseph Perry, 
Springhill, Carrigtwohill; Denis and Edmond 
obin, Carrigtwohill, and Daniel Bray, 
Tullaghreine, Carrigtwohill. i 


THE CHARGES. 

They are charged with entering, while 
armed, the offices of the Great Southern 
Railways, at Carrigtwohill, on the night of 
December 3ist last, with felonious intent, 
and with malicious damage to the offices and 
being in possession of firearms, with intent 
to endanger live, 

In addition, O’Brien, Perry and Edmond 
Tobin are charged with hréaking and enter- 
ing the dwellinchouses of Patrick O'Meara, 
Ballybrannagh, Lisgoold, and Kate Sheridan, 
Ballinakilla, Lisgoold, on the night of 
December 24th last. and, while armed and 
disguised, robbing them of 8d. and £2 13s. 
respectively. The accused men are further 
charged with illegal possession of firearms. 

Superintendent O'Driscoll gave evidence 
of having interrogated Edmond Tobin, and, 
as a result of his replies, the witness asked 
him to accompany him to the farm of Miss 
Roche at Springhill, where the accused man 
walked to the ditch where two shot-guns 
were found, and which he admitted were 
those used on the railway station raid. 

Continuing, the Superintendent said that 
a statement was made by the accused, 


was one of a party of five who raided the 
station on the night stated, the other four 
men being the remaining accused. Bray 
was the one who planned the raid. ‘The 
statement continued :— 

“Three or four nights before the raid the 
two Tobins and myse)f met Bray in Carrig- 
twohill, when the latter remarked that the 
railway station would be a good raid. We 
agreed, and arranged to raid it on New 
Year's Eve night. Kdmond Tobin, Bray, 
and O'Brien had a shot-gun each. When 
we arrived at the station Edmond Tobin took 
up a position on the platiorm. 

‘“ Bray and myself,’ the statement went 
on, ‘plastered mud against the office 
window, pushed our hands against the pane, 
and broke it. We entered the station. 
master’s office, and Bray tried to open the 
safe with keys, but failed. We came out 
egain through the window, went up alovg 
the railway line to the tool-box, broke it 
open, and extracted the sledge-hammer. We 
re-entered the office, and endeavoured to 
break open the safe, but could not do so.” 

Similar statements were read by the Super- 
intendent from other prisoners. 


SOLICITOR'S OBJECTION. 

Mr. Barry, solicitor, objected to their ad- 
mission op the grounds that they were net 
voluntary, as being obtained in answer to 
questions, and that force had been used to 
obtain then.

The mysterious disappearance 
registered postal packets from a mail bay 
transit from Montreal to 
Belfast, via Queenstown and Dublin, 
continues to baffle the authorities.

A high = official in the Secretary’s 
Department of the Post and Telegraphs, 
Dublin Castle, informed an fri, Times 
representative that the authorities were 
making exhaustive inquiries into the 
matter, but at present there was nothing 
definite to state.

“ We are satisfied,” he added,. “ that 
the robbery did not take place on this 
side of the water. The mail bag, we have 
no doubt, was tampered with and the 
packets abstracted, either on the boat or 
before the mails were transferred at 
Montreal. We understand that the Belfast 
Postal. authorities take precisely the same 
view.”

THE ‘RISING FIGURES OF 
UNEMPLOYMENT, 

>----- 

‘In an editorial article to-day The Times 
observes :-—Five months ago Mr. Thowas 
encovraged the country to hope that in 
this. month of February the figures of un- 
employment ~ould be lower than they 
were in February of last year. With 
native caution he réfrained fron: making 
a deiinite promise, but nevertheless he 
was confident that when February came 

the figures of the Government would be 
far difierent. and becter than the figures 
of their predecessors in office.”’ 

The confidence was not so great as it 
appeared at tirst sight; for the second 
me. of last year was the month of keen 
frost; which put a stop to outdoor work 
and sent the unemployment figures soar- 
ing. So Mr’ Thomas's expectation whittled 
down to this—that the elements would be 
less unkind in 1930 than in 1929, and he 
was prepared, if all went well, to lay 
political hands on nature's benelicetce 
and bank it to the credit of the Labour 
Government. 

But February has come and almost 
gone, and the unemployment figures, 
instead of falling, have gone from bad to 


very much worse. 


as 1,520,000, which is 177,495 more than 
at the corresponding date Jast year, and 
62, more than during the intensest 
spell of last February’s frost. .Those 
who a year’ ago were placing 
responsibility for unemployment at the 
door of the Government: of that day 
are now making it their business to 
explain—since they cannot explai away— 
statistics which are politically dangerous 
to the Government of to-day as wel] as 
socially deplorable. 

They. forgot last year’s frost, and they 
seize on the fact of a large increase of 
unemployment in the cotton industry, and 
particularly among the women operatives, 
in order to represent that it is the aggra- 
vated misfortune of one i-dustry which 
has sent the figures up this rear. A little 
further analysis would have shown that 
the decrease of unemployment in the coal- 
mining industrv—that bugbear of the 
Labour Partv—is almost equal in amount 
to the increase of unemployment in all 
the textile trades put together. One set 
of figures balances the other. 

A more general cause than ta to 
traced to the condition of one industry 
one group of industries has, therefore, to 
be found for the very serions inerease in 
unemplorment.

Leaning back in his swivel chair, his 
cap stuck juuntily on the side of his head 
and his hands stuffed calmly in the pockets 
his double-breasted blue suit, Baker 
told a story worthy of Renaissance Ital) 
or Edgar ‘Allen Poe. 

His eight victims were despatched by 
the method of the Borgius—poison—and 
their homes were widely scattered over the 
world, from Bombay to Texas, according 


ito Baker’s own confession as given out by 


the police. 

‘*T was always. intevested in poisons,” 
he remarked, “and usually carried some 
aronnd with me. In 1924 1] was vp 
Houston, Texas, and while eating in a 
sailors’ restaurant noticed sitting beside 
me a man who had a cup of coffee in front 
of him. While he was looking away I 


had a sudden impulse, and pat some poison

in his coffee. He died almost at once. 


IMPULSE TO POISON PEOPLE. 

Baker said that after his first experience 
of poisoning he had other impulses te 
poison persons. “ No one in particular,” 
he remarked, “ but anyone who happened 
to be near.” [n 1926 he conféssed that 
he had poisoned a man in Hamburg, and 
in 1927 had poisoned a Hindu in Bombay. 
Once when travelling to Venemela 
beard ship, Baker said, he put poison: ir 
a large brew of coffee. causing the whole 
crew to be ull, three of whom died. 

In 1928 he declared that he poisoned a 
woman in the Philippines, and at 
Christmas in the same vear he obtained a 
Situation in the Guggenheim Laboratory 
in New York. 

“Ti went to the laboratory at midnight,” 
Baker said, “‘and found there was a new 
man. He was drinking coffee, so 1 placed 
poison in it when he was not looking. He 
drank it and came over ill, but he seenied 
to recover, so [ put some poison ov the 
barrel of my revolver. and pushed it 
down his throat and held it there until he 
was dead. When | started to leave two 
lorry-drivers came fó the laboratorv. I 
held them up. tied them up and was 
going to kill them, but one said that ne 
had a wife and three small children, so I 
took their money and left,” 

lt ts in connection with the murder of 
the laboratory watchman that the New 
York police are seeking Baker's extradi- 
tion.

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\ public meeting to protest against the 
present rates of local and  cross-Chaunel 
treight charges on cattle was held in the 
Mansion House, Dublin, yesterday afternoon. 
Convened by the Irish Live Stock Exporters’ 
and Traders’ Association, the meeting was 
attended by representatives of various cattle 
traders’ associations in the Free State and 
Northern Ireland, Chambers of Commerce, 
County Councils, Agricultural Committees, 
Urban District Councils, as well as members 
of the Dail and Senate. 

THE CHAIRMAN. 

Mr. John F. O'Hanlon, T.D., who pre- 
sided, said — [his meeting has been con- 
vened by the Irish Live Stock Exporters’ and 
Traders’ Association for the purpose of tak- 
ing such action as may be deemed necessary 
and destrable in order to have the present 
exorbitant cross-Channel freights reduced, 
The question of shipping chargés on Irish 
agricultural exports is one in which for many 
years, pre wat and post-war, lL have taken at 
profound interest. But it has been my ex- 
perience-—as it has been the experience of all 
others who sought to secure some measure of 
relief for the producers of this country—that 
the difficulties facing individual] or sectional 
action were insuperable. Within the past 
two years much has been written and spoken 
oy the subject, meetings have been held; it 
has been debated in the Senate and the 
Dail, but no measure of success has attended 
those efforts towards bringing the freight 
charges for cross-Channel traffic more in con- 
formity with a standard of fair remuneration 
for the services rendered by the shipping 
companies. 

In referring to the shipping companies, I 
might more correctly use the singular number, 
for the Irish cross-Channel traflic is in the 
hands of one powerful combination, compris- 
ing all the old and hitherto independent lines, 
and some new ones found willing and anxious 
to become absorbed by the octopus. The 
companies in the shipping trust are all regis- 
tered in Britain and pay no income tax in 
this country, so that the Irish Free State 
does not get the benefit of even a fraction 
of their profits. 

A BIG UNDERTAKING, 

Tt must be borne in mind that freight 
charges, lairage fees, port dues and all other 
expenses incidental to the marketing of our 
produce and manufactures come out of the 
pockets of the producers. If a farmer sells 
an animal at, say, £20, and the freight and 
other imposts amount to, say, £2, the price 
which the exporter pays to the producer in 
Cavan or Cork or the Dublin market is 
regulated with due regard to the transit and 
marketing costs. If these can be reduced, 
then the farmer will be paid an extra sum 
equivalent to the reduction obtained. It is 
our business to-day to take such action as 
the meeting may decide upon to have these 
exvort costs reduced. 

In fact, we need not, and should not. con: 
fine ourselves to exports if we are to go 
thoroughly into this question. If it is the 
feeling of this meeting that competition is to 
be the weapon of attack, then it at once 
becomes necessary to secure return cargoes. 
Í have no doubt whatever that in this we 
ean rely on the support and assistance of the 
imperters throughout the country. This is 
no idle talk; the issue is now knit, and 
nothing must be left undone if success is to 
achieved. It is a big undertaking, but. 
backed by the co-operation and good-will of 
the people, I look with confidence to fruitful 
results. 

£100,000,000 PER ANNUM. 

The circumstances surrounding the question 
of exports and imports in the Free State are, 
{ believe, without parallel in other countries. 
Our total trade—imports and exports—is 
about £107,000,000 per annum, and of that 
sum our cross-Channel trade is 
£100,000,000. Our ocean-going exports are, 
unfortunately, comparatively insignificant, 
while our ocean-borne imports, although con- 
siderable enough to be worthy of special at- 
tention, do not properly come before us to-day 
for discussion. What we are immediately 
concerned about is our cross-Channel exchange 
of products, which, as I have said, amount 
m round figures to one hundred million 
pounds. Of this, £20,000,000 represents the 
value of our livestock exports, the largest 
and most important outgoing trade of the 
Saorstat, and, therefore, ery fittingly the 
one which we must, in the first instance, 
consider. 

It is but right that I should make it quite 
clear to you, gentlemen, and the public 
generally, that the Irish Live-Steck Ex- 
porters’ and Traders’ Associatign and kindred 
bodies in calling this meeting ‘of representa- 
tive men from all over the country are not 
making their initial move in this matter. 
Times without number they have by inter- 
views, conferences, and every legitimate 
means possible tried te convince the shipping 
ring that the exporters’ demands were just 
and reasonable. But their arguments and 
preedings were of no avail with those who 
ee] themselves so securely entrenched in 
their monopoly that they can snap their 
fingers at the Irish people, whose sole 
fonction it would appear is to pay up and 
ask no questions. . 

VERYONE INTERESTED. 

Every citizen in the State is in a greater 
or lesser degree affected by the extraordinary 
and abnormal cross-Channel shipping con- 
ditions which prevail at the moment, and our 
first business is to educate public opinion in 
this country on the subject. . That is the 
primary object of our meeting to-day. 
There are gentlemen here this afternoon who 
have very genuine grievances against the 
shipping combine—gentlemen who are pre- 
pared to stand over every figure they give 
and over every statement they made, end. 
when the general public shall have read 
these, 1 believe there will be a consensus of 
opinion that something must be done to 
provide a remedy. and at once. 

One point in particular I desire to em- 

hasise, It is that this question of cross- 

thannel freights is above and apart from al! 
political party differences. With unbounded 
confidence I can, from my own experience, 
assure the public of the truth of this state- 
ment. If corroborative evidence be necessary 
then the composition of this meeting supplies 
it. The prosperity of Ireland is above party. 
WAR-TIME | FREIGHTS. 

Mr, Jeremiah Lucey, Cork, said that the 
Ivish cattle trade was suffering for a lon 
time from various disabilities, its media 
grievance being the attitude of railway and 
steamship companies in maintaining a stan- 
dard of freights that applied during the war, 
During that périod these companies increased 
their charges considerably, and, the shippers 
teing in the position that they could 
alflord such imeoereases, they were ac- 
ce); For the past eight and a half years 
they had been trading under the most difficult 
and adverse circumstances, the average trader 
rapidly, aa well as steadily, losing ground 
They approached the companies for a reduc- 
on in hts, and the subject was brought 
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every year, about 800,000 being a. fair 
average. The money value of these animals 
during the war totalled about £40,000,000 
annually, In 1917 it reached £41,000,000. 
to depreciation in values, it now 
equalied from £17,000,000 to £15,000,000, or 
less. The companies get all the. traffic 
accruing from this export from the time the 
stock were entrained in the remotest part of 
the country until they arrived. at the different 
stations in Great Britain. Carriage was paid 
in advance or on demand, and traders paid 
cush and got no credit, They claimed that 
they were the principal patrons of the com- 
panies, and, considering the enormous re- 
venues derived from this trade, it was right 
that the same terms should apply now as 
during the periods of the war, “They did not 
ask that the 1912 or 1914 conditions should 
apply, but when the war ended and depres- 
sion set in they expected that a voluntary 
and substantial reduction would be forth- 
coming, having regard to the manner in 
which the increases were received. 
SHIPPERS’ SUGGESTIONS. 

The matter was discussed af ‘the Associa- 
fion s meeting last month, when some mem- 
bers were of opinion that they should cease 
shipping altogether for some period, whilst a 
solid seetion of members were of opinion that 
some means should be devised to procure in- 
dependent shipping from all ports. It was 
finally decided to summon that meeting in 
the hope that effective steps should be taken 
to end the present state of affairs. 

They had no desire to have any cdnflict 
with the companies, the problem of the cattle 
trade being quite sufficient without adding 
further burdens to its responsibilities. What 
they looked for was the re-adjustment of 
rates on reasonable grounds, ..so...that....the 
trade might be encouraged” to” carry “on 


business. 
MSSTACLE TO PROGRESS. —-—- 

Dr. Hennessy, T.D., agreed with the 
Chairman that this was not” a “matter “in 
which politicians should have any right from 
a party point of view. They could help 
the members of the Dail and Senate to deal 
with the position ‘of freights, which were 
four times per beast what they were in pre- 
war times. No industry could stand tnat. 
Freightage was the great obstacle to pro- 
gress in the cattle trade. There was no 
use in hoping that they would get relief 
from the shipping companies until the vom- 
panies realised that the traders were in 
earnest, and that if the companies were nct 
going to give satisfactory terms, traders were 
going to provide the means of transport 
That was the keynote of the whole situation 

Cheap transport was a more important 
matter than de-rating, and if they calcu- 
lated what that meant to producers they 
would find that more money would be in: 
volved than de-rating would cost. It was 
for men of experience in shipping to put 
their heads together and take immediate 
steps to follow them up. They ought. to 
capable of doing that in Ireland. If they 
dia not do that they should ofly sit, down 
in despair. Even in this ‘country tra™s- 
port also had to be considered. He did not 
know if the railway companies could bejp 
it, but they were —s business awiy 
from them by their high freighta \,..«-attle 
bought in Kerry cost 25s. per head by the 
time they got to Wicklow for transport, 
and he found that Kerry cattle were worth 
their place in Ireland. 

EASY OF SOLUTION, 

Mr. Hugo Flinn, T.D., Cork, said that 
he had never come across a problem more 
easy to solve, and yet more impossible. | 
was a problem which would solye itself if 
they meant business, but Sf they did not 
mean businessy-nothing:.could solve it in the 
way that they wanted ft solved. The Dail 
and the Senate were uiterly helpless in 
this problem unless, those directly and im- 
mediately interested solved it for. themselves. 
Those present Were mostly concerned 
as cattle traders and exporters. He 
was not the slightest bit concerned with 
the Caitle Traders’ Association as such. He 
was concerned with the fact that the whole 
of the trade, import and export, was 
extracted from the community. The shipping 
companies were. here to make. the most -thras 
they could out of them. That was what 
the B. and I., the Coast Lines and the whole, 
shipping control were doing in Ireland, | 


Those people were exercising -a monopoly} 


very extensively. 

Why, he asked; were they enabled to ‘raise : 
their freights? Becayse, he explained, there 
was no competition. They in Cork hcd a 
service between that city and the Continent, 
and that also was controlled by the shipping 
“ring.” ‘The City of Cork Steamship Com- 
pany, a tentacle of the octopus, when it 
decided to build a steamer for Cork could 
not ask for a tender in the Free State. Why? 
he asked, Because it virtually owned the 
company from whieh it intended- to- bry-the 
ship. 

THE CHIEF DIFFICULTY. 

Mr. Flinn added that the fundamental 
difficulty was a lack of loyalty amongst their 
members He mentioned -that on one 
occasion, when an alternative service was 
provided, traders who got a special rate used 
this route for some time, and then carried 
the receipted bills to the octopus, who said 
they would: give them -& -similar rate, and 
they left the alternative mode of transport. 
They had two Chambers “of Commerce in 
Cork, but only one was. represented there, 
because the chairman. was a -representative 
of the combine. He suggested that they 
should first of all put up ahy particular traffic 
for tender. . They. could. appoint some _ in- 
dividual firm asking theni to fun their own 
alternative transport. ' 

They could set up a new company if they 
liked and send it into competition, but in 
that case they might be frozen out, 
bludgeoned out or bought out;.or they could 
set up 4 Company..made-up- ef importers and 
exporters who would deal: with their orn 
trafic, If they meant business the stron. 
organisation against which-they were opposed 
would dissalve. ; 

APATHETIC FARMERS. 

Senator Counihan said that it wus difficult 
to understand the apathy of farmeys regard. 
ing this matter. Farmers were the producers 
of the majority of their exports. Conse 
quently it was the farmer who would pay the 
whole cost.. If freights were reduced to a 
proper level it would mean more to the 
farmer than either de-rating or the mixing of 
homegrown grain with maize: It had--been 
shown that cattle traders were receiving only 
from 15 to 20 per cent. over pre-war prices, 
while transport charges had advanced by more 
than 200 per cent The cattle trade had put 
oP severa OM gets to the Government. 

vey had asked that they should have a 
municjpal lairage at North Wall, where they 
could keep their stock. for the period. of de:

Mr. William Field suggested that they 
should form a federation representative of 
every interest’ in the country, so that the 
Government. would be obliged to take action 
in the matter, 

Mr. Jolin N. Greene, of the Beet Growers’ 
Association,, Carlow, said that the Irish Live- 
stock Kxporters and Traders’ Association 
were acting as philantrophists in this matter, 
because they. were endeavouring to have the 
freights reduced for the benefit of the pro- 
ducers, | 

ALTERNATIVE SEA TRANSPORT. 

Mr. T. P. Dowdall, Chamber of Commerce, 

Cork, proposed that, in the i,t of the 
meeting, representing all reland, the 
monopoly that existed in cross-Channel trans- 
port had been operated to the economic 
cletriment of Ireland, and that action should 
‘be taken to provide alternative means of sea 
transport, . ' . 
" He said that if the proposed company 
succeoded in driving off the octopus any 
profits that would-acerue would be for the 
benefit. of Ireland, Five. or. six steamers 
could be obtained, They need not put up all 
the money at once, They could get some of 
it from the banks. 

Mr. Thomas Slattery, Chairman of the 
Tralee Urban Council, seconded the resolu- 
tion, which was passed 

THE SECOND RESOLUTION. 

Mr. M. Cassin, Chairman of dhe Waterford 
Harbour Board, proposed that the meeting 
appoint a committee selected from al] parties 
interested in the commercial life of the 
country, namely, “Chambers. of Commerce, 
Farmers’ Unions, County. Councils, Agricul- 
tural Committees and the cattle trade, to 
devise means of dealing effectively with the 
situation, and that the committee have power 
to add to its numbers. 

Mr. Andrew McCarron seconded. 

Mr. T. 8. Moclair, Vice-Chairman, Mayo 
County Committee of Agriculture, Castlebar, 
said that he had been endeavouring to get 
his committee to pledge support to the Irish 
Live-stock Exporters* and Traders’ Associa- 
tion in every way.

Mr. Hugo Flinn, supporting the reso- 
lution, said that it provided the neces- 
sary machinery by which, if they meant 
business, the goods could be delivered. 

WATERFORD'S SUPPORT. 

Mr.. Walsh, Mayor of Waterford, s»eaking 
ii support of: the motion, said that re had 
come there on’ behalf of the people of Water- 
ford to pledge support in every possible way 
to the Association in whatever steps they 
might take to relieve the strangle-hold on 
the Irish cattle trade. 

‘Senator O'Connor said that he hoped that 
practical benefit would accrue from the meet- 
ing. While they had te contend against 
the live freight charges they had also to 
compete with the whole world in beef pro- 
duction. 

Mr. McKenna, Chairman of the Meath 
Farmers’ Union, promised that he would 
place the views of the Association before the 
Meath farmers at their annual meeting. 

The resolution was unanimously. passed.

GONSIDERATIONS OF STATE. 

He would. like ‘to be informed of the 
consideration of State which made it im- 
possible for the Government .to state the 
general effect of the discussion which had 
taken place between the Foreign Secretary 
and the Soviet Minister. Either an ex- 
planation had been given by the Am- 
bassador or.it had not. Parliament wae 
entitled to know. “This was, he supposed, 
a part of the new diplomacy of open dis- 
cussion carried out. ‘ (Hear, hear.) 

He observed that a despatch, or part of 
a despatch, had been elicited from our 
Ambassador by a request for official infor- 
mation as to the nature and extent of the 
religious persecutions in Russia. Was it 
too much to hope that in the fulness of 
time the House would be told the informa- 
tion contained in this official report? “Or 
are we,” he. asked, “io be told vaguely 
that no doubt hundreds of ple have 
been shot-»religiously-minded’ people by 
coincidence—and that, if they will resort 
to counter-propaganda, it is really neces- 
sary in the interests of discipline and good 
government. that they should be shot?’’ 

INTRIGUE IN INDIA, 

Turning to India, ‘Lord agó Ei TEHHA, 
said :—' In the last twalve months the 
intensity of Soviet intrigue and propa- 
ganda in India has positively increased. 
The same is unquestionably true © of 
Afghanistan: . Infammable material is 
there in India, ready ta be lighted by a 
torch, and the torch will be supplied by 
those whose representatives we are sup- 
posed to welcome. at the Court of St. 
James.” The whole conscience of the 
world was turning more and more against 
this dangerous and malignant Power, and 
this was the time that this Government 
had chosen to-give-it recognition. 

He would like the Government to answer 
these questions :— 

- Wer it still to be assumed that the 
engagenrent entered into by. the Soviet Go- 
vernment, neither directly nor indirectly: to 
carry on propaganda in the British Empire, 
included curtailment of the activities of 
similar kind of the Comintern ?’’ 

‘“‘In the view of the Government had 
there been a breach of such an under- 


taking ?”’ 

= Had the Government made a complaint 
to the Soviet representative in London, and, 
if so, what reply had been received ?” 

‘* Those of ua,” he concluded, “who hold 
the view that until there has been a com- 
plete change of mind of the Russian people, 
a re-casting of social policy, a re-adjustment 
to the views which in every civilised country 
in the world are regarded as elumentary and 
axiomatic, there can be neither peaceful nor 
fruitful relationship’ between this country 
and the Soviet Government—those of us who 
hold that view entreat the Government at 
this last moment, if misled they have been, 
so say so frankly.’’ i

OVER-STATEMENT, 

Lord Parmoor, replying for the Govern- 
ment, described Lord Birkenhead's speech 
as '' powerful criticism, spoiled, I think, by 
over-statement, on what is undoubtedly a 
difficult matter.” Recalling the discussion 
already held in the House of Lords 
on “the religious question,’ Lord 
Parmoor reiterated: *‘I am prepared, and 
the Government are prepared, to support the | 
views ably put forward by His Grace the 
Primate and by the Archbishop of York.” A 
question of this kind ought not to be decided 
without careful regard to all the special con- 
ditions, which, if not carefully regarded, 
would bring the utmost misery, disgrace, and 
even death to the very parties they hoped to 
assist. 


A TECHNICAL BREACH. 

Alluding to the paragraph in the Daily 
Worker, Lord Parmoor said :—‘' There has 
been what I may. call a technical breach.”’ 
Some Opposition laughter provoked Lord 
Parmoor to protest. ‘Is this a matter for 
laughter? 1 do not think it is. If any 
statement were made by the Third Inter- 
national which rendered it necessary, in the 
opinion. of ..the Goverument, ta break the 
diplomatic relations with Russia they would 
deal with jt in the’ same. way as if it had 
been made by the Soviet Government itself. 

Lord Birkenhead had criticised the attitude 
and language that the Primate had adopted 
on a. former occasion. That criticism was not 
endorsed by the Government, The Labour 
Government of 1924 and the present Labour 
Government had unreservedly stated = on 
many occasions that they considered that the 
undertaking of the Soviet Government 
covered an undertaking for the actions of 
the Third International. 

The Government. would not shirk their re- 
sponsibilities to the people ef this country, 
and they intended to deal, io the best. of 
their discretion ~and- judgment, --with the 
difficuities with" Russia as. and when they 
arose. ‘The Government would do all they 
could, in the interests of international peace, 
to promote peace, friendliness and (od. 
will between the two peoples. í 

Lord Birkkenhead~ denied that he had 
brought the- motion «forward. íor political 
purposes.. As far as the Socialist. Government 
is concerned, he added, I am no particular 
enemy of it. If they will avoid increasing 
the numbers of unemployed by 100,000 every 
week, leave me something to live on when 
they come in with their next budget, and 
we still find, Egypt, India and the Navy in 
existence when they go out of office, 1 have 
no quarrel.of any kind at all with them. 
He .maititained that Lord Ponsonby in 1924 
had been deceived by the Russians. If he was 
convineed by the Jtussians, he had been made 
a fool of, and if he had not been convinced 
by them, then he had betrayed the country. 
He was convimeed that under existing con- 
ditions we could sustain nothing but injury, 
humiliation, and » constant, futile and 
dangerous controyersy by offering diplomatic 
hospitality to these people, and his object. in 
raising the debate was to call attention to 
the mentality of these people,.with a view 
ta terminating these relations.

‘* This clock will be of a similar character 
to the turret clock erected in the Show yards 
of the Royal Agricultural Society of England, 
where such a timepiece has proved of much 
utility, a decorative feature, and generally 
attractive to the public attending the Shows. 

‘The workmanship and construction will 
be of the finest a and in accordance 
with. the designs of fhe late Lord Grimthorpe, 
the great authority’ on such clocks. The 
clock will be guaranteed to maintain the most 
perfectly accurate time. —. 

“The subséribing exhibitors desire this 
presentation clock to mark the distinguished 
progressive work of the Society, especially 
during the past remarkable ten years, under 
the Directorship of Mr. Edward Bohane, a 
period of extraordinary difficulty, which at 
times threatened the:Society’s very existence. 
Despite these grave difficulties, the. work of 
the Society has never, in its long distinguished 
history, proved so valuable and successful in 
promoting industry, progressive agriculture, 
stock and: horse breeding, besides being the 
chief influence’ in attracting a particularly 
valuable tourist traffic to Ireland.

THE RADIUM SUPPLY. i 

The President presented a report of the 
Radium Committee, in which references were 
made to the inadequacy of the supply ol 
radium in the Society’s Radiam -Institute, 
and the necessity for Ireland moving to estab- 
lish sufficient radium by which suffering 
humanity might receive the benefits that un- 
doubtedly accrue from this treatment, the 
present supply of. radiume. being quite 
inadequate to meet the urgent needs of Irish 
patients. 

It was pointed out that the Society provided 
emenation to all accredited hospitals, etc., at 
a very nominal charge, which only covered 
the actual cost of producing the -samé without 
any overhead: charges or salaries. 

After as lengthy discussion it was 
unanimously agreed that an endaayour squid 
be made to raise a fund to énable the Society 
to increase ‘its supply of radium, and. the 
Council hope to shortly issue a_ suitable 
appeal. 

On the recommendation of the Committee 
of Science. Professor James Bayley Butler, 
M.A. M B.E.,. was unanimously appointed 
a member of the Sciente Section of the 
Council,, and Mr. J, *W. Parkes, M.8e., 
F.I.C., F.C.S., was appointed a member of 
the Committee of Sejence. 

The Council decided to give aecontrilmtion 
of twenty-five guineas towards the fund being 
raised for the proposed Exhibition of Irish 
Art in Belgium in May next.

The second report of the Free State De- 
partmental Committee on Workmen's Com- 
pensation was issued yesterday. 

In July, 1926, the Committee's first report 
was presented to the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, but in-view of the publication 
of certain” statistics. relating to workmen's 
compensation the Committee was recalled to 
consider the position in the hight of. the new 
statistics. 

The majority report is signed by Mossys. 
A. Alfred Dickie, K.C.; J. Cy M. Eason, R. 
J, P. Mortishéead, J. Harold Aylward, Joseph 
Brennan, J. H. Bennett, Senator T, Foran 
and Sir W. 1]. de Courev. Wheeler. 

It states that ‘‘the statistics furnish 
some additional: confirmation of the view we 
took in 1926 of the prabable effect of the 
changes we recommended. Thus the table on 
page 1§ of the statistical return for 1927 
shows that our proposed alteration in the 
‘waiting period’ may be expected to have 
the effect of shortening the period for which 
compensation is payable, It will be seen that 
hatween 1923 and 1927 in Grea® Britain the 

roportion of cases in which compensation 
vas payable for less than two weeks rose 
from 6.5 per cent, to 36.5 per cent. As the 
statistical return points out, ‘this 1s un- 
doubtedly due to the change in the ‘ waiting 
period’ made in the amending British Act 
of 1923.’ The sameveffect may be anticipated 
in the Saorstat and, of course, a shortening 
in the duration of cases means a reduction 
of the average amount of compensation paid.

Darling- 
ton, Ellen Darlington and Ruth Holmes, 
all plaintiffs; and Mr, Martin C. Maguire, 
Ww.C.; Mr. Gavan Duffy, “K.C., ahd' Mr, 
Conor A. Maguire (instructed by Mr. James | 
Fintan Lalor) for the defendant. : 

The evidence concluded in the. case -of 
Kathleen Purcell last Wednesday; and- the 
earlier part of yesterday's proceedings was 
devoted to a discussion on the. framing of 
the questions to ba Jeft to-the jury. ; 

Having heard counsel on this. subject, ' 

Mr. Justice O’Byrve said that the questions 
which he proposed to leave to the jury were: 
(I) Was Reynolds teglicent in accelerating the 
fire by throwing petrol or- other inflammable 
liquid thereon; (2) if so, was Reynolds act- 
ing in the ‘course of his employment” when 
he threw the liquid on. the fire; (5) did tne 
outbreak of the fire on the defendant's “bus 
create an emergency calling for- immediato 
action on the part oí the defendatit’s ‘ser- 
vants; (4) if so, did Reynolds act in the 
said emergency for the purpose of protecting 
his master’s property; and .(5) was the de- 
fendant negligent. in failing to have the 
mechanism ‘for opening the smergency door in 
proner working order? eae 
__ Mr, Martin. Maguire asked for a direction 
on auestion No. 2. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne said that -he would 
direct the jury on that question when It arose. 

Counsel then addressed the jury. 


SCARRED WITNESSES. 

Mr, Justice O’ Byrne, “> the course of his 
charge to the jury, said that several cases 
| deperided upon their verdict: In the course 
of this fire, which they would -have to inves- 
tigate, a number of people were seriously in- 
jured, and two people lost. their lives: It 
was a case in which one’s human sympa- 
thies were involved. They had _ seen 
witness after witness coming into. the 
box with the scars of burns on their hands 
and faces, and one could not help. haying 
sympathy with them, but he would ask the 
jury to disregard their sympathies, because 
they were engaged in the administration of 
justice, and it was their particolar function 
io ascertain the truth of this. accident. 
Human sympathies were a very poor guide in 
the ascertaining of truth and the administra- 
fion of justice, and, accordingly, he would 
ask them to deal with thé ‘case and answer 
the questions which would be submitted to 
them, upon the evidence that they had heard 
and upon the value that they ‘attached to it. 
And he would ask them to do that, irrespec- 
tive of any-sympathies that they might have 
lor the various plaintiffs, on the one hand, or 
for the defendant, on the-other: - ó 

There had been two main topics discussed 
during the.progress of the case, and tho-case 
substantially had turned “upon thése two ‘mat- 
ters: the first dealt with the alleged throwing 
of petrol upon this fire, and thé second with 
the conditions of the emergency door.. The 
first question that would be submitted to 
them dealt with this matter of the petrol. 
and if they found that Reynolds did. not 
throw petrol or some other inflammable 
liquid. upon this fire, of ‘course there was an 
end of this question whether Reynolds was 
guilty of negligence in accelerating the- fire 
by throwing petrol or other inflammable 
material thereon. i 

OUESTION OF NEGLIGENCE.. 

Having explained to the jury- what “neali: 
gence in law was, Mr. Jnstice O'Bvrne 
referred to the  ¢alient portions of. the 
evidence of the most important. - witnesses 
dealing with this point, and “went on to 
say that, it the jury answered ‘* No?’ to the 
first question, then it would not be necessary 
to consider questions 2, á and 4, all of which 
tarned upon their answering the first ques- 
tion in the affirmative; but, if they came to 
the conclusion’ that Reynolds-was~ negligent, 
then they would deal with questions 2, 3 and 
4, and in that event, and in that event 
only, they would answer question 2 in‘ the 
negative, by his direction. 

He thought, that they. would. have -very 
little difficulty in coming. to the .conelusion 
that the fire ‘created an emergency, and, if 
so, Lsseny the, would also come. to the 
conclusion that Reynolds acted for the ‘pur- 
se of protecting his master’s property. 

eynolds said that he did. Of course, that 
did not say he-threw nothing from a tin. 
Reynolds denied that he threw anything from 
a tin. If the jury came to. the. conclusion 
that Reynolds did. in fact, throw something 
from a tin,. then they would consider did he 
do that in an honest attempt to protect 
the “bus. á . 

lí they came to the conclusion that: the 
mechanism for opening the emergency door 
was in proper working order, that was an 
end to the last question which they would 
have to consider; but; if they came to the 
conclusion that, in fact, it was not in proper 
working order, then they would consider if 
its being out of order was due to negligence 
on the part of the defendant, 


THE EMERGENCY DOOR. 
~Concluding his charge, which occupiéd an 
hour and fifty minutes, Mr. Justice O'Byrne 
said that it did seem an extraordinary thing, 
if the mechanism was in proper workin 
order, that there should have been suc 
delay in opening the emergency door. There 
were inconsistencies in the evidence for the 
‘plaintiff with reference to this matter,” but 
the. outstanding fact did remain—that' the 
door remained closed until neariy all those, in 
the *bus had been removed from it. © ¢/f 
course, there was panic and commotion: that 
was inevitable, and the jury would have to 
ask themselves whether the inability to open 
this door arose from panic or trom comme 
tion, or whether it crose from the mechanism 
being out of order, 

The safety of an emergency door was # 

matter of great importance, and it ‘was 
obvious that the mechanism for opening 
such a door should be kept in-).feper working 
order, so that, in case of necessity, there 
should be no difficulty Ti opening it. If it, 
were not kept in such proper’ working ‘order, 
and if an emergency door, instead of opening 
In case of necessity, did not open, it became 
merely a trap. 
The jury, after an absence of two hours 
and ten minutes, answered the questions 1 
and 5 in the negative, and judgment wes 
entered for the defendant in all the actions 
accordingly.
